More Light Shed Upon the Police and Gam- 
bling Ring—Warren McChesney and His Ina 
fluence in Police Circles—Evidence of 
Faulkner and Thornton. 


The Post-DIsPATCH to-day continues its record 
of the evidence relating to the police and gam- 
bling ring taken before the lastGrand Jury. The 
testimony of Dan Kerwin and the Rev. Drs. 
Lewis, Tudor and Vinci! follows below. 


Dan Kerwin. 

Daniel Kerwin being duly sworn testified: 
My full name is Daniel Kerwin and I am a black- 
smith by occupation. 

Q.—You were lately a police commissioner, 
were you not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Victe President of the Board, were you not? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—When were you appointed? A.—Last July 
a year. 

Q.—How was that appointment made—that is to 
say was it on application of yours? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—You made no application for it? A.—No, sir. 
I expected if there was a vacancy in the Board I 
woulda be appointed. Inever asked for it and 
never would. 

Q.—Do you know at whose solicitation you got 
the appointment? A.—No, sir. I don’t think it 
was at anybody’s solicitation. Mr. McEntire told 


me I would be appointed if there was a vacancy. 


Q.—Did he give you any reasons why you would 
be appointed? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Did you make any efforts? A.—No, sir; 
none at all. 

Q.—Mr. Kerwin, certain facts have been brought 
before us, and I want you to undefstand that this 
is ngt an investigation to bring about any trouble. 
Ww we want to get at is facts, and we want them 
briefly as possible. The better way would be to 
ask you to make a plain statement in connection 
with your appointment? A.—Any question you 
will ask me I will answer to the best of my 
ability. 

Q.—After your appointment or any time since 
has avy one resigned? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—When did you resign? A.—Yesterday week. 

Q,— Was that the only resignation that you ever 
wrote? A.—No,sir. There was one resignation 
about three years ago; I think in June. 

Q.—I mean in reference to this appointment. 
A.—That was the only one in Mr. Crittenden’s 
time. 

Q.—In other words, no one held your blank res- 
ignation.? A.—Not that I know of. A man 
named Bolana was running for Sheriff. I liked 
his looks and supposed he would be elected. He 
got out, and some time along during the spring he 
said to me, “You can get to be Police Commis- 
sioner, I think.” I said, “In what way?” He 
said, ‘‘I will use my influence for you.” One day 
he asked me down on Carondelet avenue, or Sev- 
enth street, I think it was, and he introduced me 
to a man named Pate. 

Q.—What Pate was that? A.—I didn’t 
know atall. Bob Pate they callea him. Boland 
told him I was atriend of his. After that, some 
time in June, he came up along with me before 
Crittenden was Governor and he said: “I want to 
talk with you.” Ieaia “Very well,” and he took 
me into Pate’s. He said: “Now, Mr. Kerwin, I 
am your friend. { would like you to sign that for 
me,” showing me a paper. I said: “l propose to 
bea man.’’ I got mad and said; “To show yon I 
do not want it and don’t care about it, I will s 
it.’ Since then I got my appointment and I have 
heard nothing about my resignatiou. That was 
the only appointment I got, and [ didn’t care for 
it, 

Q.—What was the form of that resigna- 
tion? A.—It was merely resigning § as 
Police Commissioner in case he got it for me. 

Q.—That was how long ago” A.—Two years 
and two or three months. 

Q.—Did you ever hear of that document? ti > ae

Q.—Who said that? A.—I forget which Com- 
missioner, but they saia he was associating with 
the enemies of the Board, Maxonand Simmons, 
Ewing, Faulkner and otbers. I told them I didn’t 
know anything aboutthat.| I told them that 
Campbell had just gone into a Masonic order, and, 
I suppose, if he associated with Faulkner he is 
going in the same institution. They said he 
seemed to be above the Board. “Well,” I says, 
“I don’t see it.” Isaid before I believe that I 
must see it. Two weeksago he told me there 
was a man here trom Chicago named Pinkerton, a 
detective, and the Chief told me @at Pinkerton 
told him he was going to be. downed himself. I 
said, ‘Who said so,” and he said i¢ was Butler, 
McEntire, Caruth, Lutz and Tom Hathaway. I 
said, ‘““May be there is something in it, but,” I 
said, ‘Chief, go on and do your duty, that’s what 
I want youtodo. A day or two after that I was 
speaking to Col. Campbell. He said he had saved 
up $300, and would give ittobe back in hts old 
place, the captaincy. Imet Mr. Butler, and he 
said Campbell was no friend of the Board.

Dr. J. W. Lewis. 


Dr: J. W. Lewis, being duly sworn, testified as 
follows: | . 

Examination by Mr. Lodge. Q.—You are a min- 
ister of the gospel, are you not? A.—Yes, sir; of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and am 
jn charge of the church at Twenty-second and 
Locust streets. 

Q.—You have been here for a number of years, 
have you not? A.—Yes, sir; I have been here 
regularly sinee 1870, 

Q.—Do you know Mr. Kinkead, the Police Com- 
miosioner? A.—lI do, sir. 

Q.—Did you bave angthing to do with his ap- 
pointment as Police Gommissioner? A.—I had 
this much, sir, to do with it: I had charge of the 
church on the corner of Sixteenth and Pine at the 
time, known as the Centenary Church, with which 
Mr. Kinkead was connected,and he asked me one 
day if I would write a letter to the Governor, or 
sign a petition to the Governor, to have him ap- 
pomted Police Commissioner. He said he under- 
stood that the Govérnor and I were schoolmates 
and he would like me to do so. I remarked to 
him that so far ag integrity and uprightness were 
concerned that I would have no hesitancy in rec- 
ommending him for that, but so far as recom- 
mending him for a place I didn’t know anything 
about, I didn’t know whether he was qualified for 
it or not. The petition I sita’n’t sign. Very short- 
ly after meeting Mr. Kinkead I met the Governor 
and told him I had just parted with a gentleman 
who had made the request thatI have just an- 
nounced to you. I toid him the conversation I 
nad with him, and, therefore, it would be unneces- 
sary to write to him or sign a petition. 
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matter was turned over to Mt. Kinkead or his

I thought of te plate 
Connection. I never thought of it in’@ny 
connection, except in June. Early in the summer 
| i received @ note from Dr, Vincil requesting me 


to come to his office at 9 o’clock Saturday morn- 
Ing. I went there. He asked me if I had re- 
celvéd a note from Gov. Crittenden. I teld him I 
had not. Hethen handed me @ note which he 
had received from Goy. Crittenden. I shall give 
you all the facts, gentlemen, every one of them, 
for I have nothing to conceal in this matter. 
Q.—Do you know the date? A.—I don’t recol- 
lect the date, only that it was in June. _I left im- 
mediately for the West, and know the date only 
in that way. Dr. Vincil’s note requested that 
himself and myself shouid meet Gov. Crittenden 
atthe Southern Hotel at 10 o’clock Saturday 
morning; we went there. Gov. Urittenden com- 
municated to us these facts: He said that our 
friend, Mr. Kinkead, had become Invélved in 
some trouble about his Commissionership,- to the 
effect that his blank resignation or his resigna- 
tion, dated back some time, had been forwarded 
to him at Jefferson City; that he had sent for Mr. 
Kiokeaa and had an interview with him at Jeffer- 
sou City, and that the interview was not satis- 
factory; that Mr. Kinkead claimed that the date of 
the resignation had been changed, and it 
therefore was a forgery. The Governor then said 
that ff it was a forgery, he demanded that Mr. 
Kinkead must prosecute the forger. If it was 
not he must have his resignation, as he could not 
have an appointee of his involyed in such comp!li- 
cations, and asked us what we thought about it 
as Kinkéad’s friends, and we both concurred with 
the Governor in his opinion. He then asked Dr. 
Vincil and myself to communicate to Mr. Kin- 
kead, in regard to the matter, his views, and ours, 
and we did, and that ended it. Mr. Lodge, I 
wish to say that there might be a constructive 
connection which [ had with this thing previous 
to that, but which was not real. I received one 
morning, to my surprise, a photograph copy of 
his resignation. From whom it came I do not 
know. I know nothing about it. It came to me 
as I was dressing. opened if and looked at 
it. Mrs. Lewis asked me what I had; I gave it 
to her and she looked at it. I then threw it in the 
fire. Itcame to me without any note or state- 
ment or anything of the kind. I thoughtit was 
from Mr. Kinkead to notify me that he had re- 
signed. From whom itcame I did not know. I 
thought at the time if Mr. Kinkead wanted to 
communicate with me it was strange he should 
communicate in a photograph letter. I never 
thought of it until this matter came up, and then 
I thought of it and therefore mention it to you. 
Q.—Do you know where that was dated, Doctor? 
A.—I cannot recollect, but I think it was a fac 
simile of the one I afterwards saw that the Gov- 
ernor had handed to Vincil. Dr. Vincil saw the 
resignation; the date of that resignation had 
peen rubbed out. The date was erased, rubbed 
out with a knife as it seemed to me, and when the 
new date was made the iik spread. I hadn’t seen 
Mr. Kinkead to talk to him about the commis- 
sionership, and hadn’t seen the Governor for 
eighteen months before, and was surprised that I 
should be summoned to that place, and the Gov- 
ernor explained it on the ground that he knew we 
were friends of “Mr, Kinkead and would act to- 


er 
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lawyer. I left town next day, I think; that was 
the 12th of July—along there somewhere. 

Q.—Do you remember the date of the resigna- 
tion the Governor had? A.—No, sir; I do not. 

Q.—You had no requést to make of the Govern- 
or, did you, that he should wait a little while. A.— 
Nothing of the kind. Mr. Kinkead told me that 
ne had arranged ail about it, and I paid no fur- 
ther attention toit. I Wishto say that when I 
spoke to Gov. Crittendén about the appointment 
of Mr. Kinkead there Were no conditions whatso- 
ever. I did it simply bécause I had known Mr. 
Kinkead for twenty years. I be- 
lieved him to be & clever, honest man, 
It was known to many that Gov. Crittenden and 
l were schoolmates. 

Q.—Did Mr. Kinkead ever say anything to you 
about this resignation being a forgery—the first 
one? A.—He did not,sir. The Governor said 
that that was Mr. Kinkead’s statement, therefore 
he demanded that the forger should be exposed, 
and a suit he instituted immediately, as his name 
was connected with the resignation. He 
demanded the matter should be settled, one may or 
the other, if it was a forgery he wanted the forger 
exposed. When we went to Mr. Kinkead and 
told him what the Governor had said and told 
him that our opinion ofthe case was that we 
agreed exactly with the Governor, that he ought 
to do one thing or the other, and asked him if the 
thing was a forgery, he stated the date had been 
changed. He stated the signature was his, but 
that the date had been changed. 

Q.—Did the Governor or Mr. Kinkead state 
who sent him that? A.—I understood from Mr. 
Kinkead that it came from a man by the name of 
McChesney. Iunderstood that name was con- 
nected with the whole matter. I did not know 
this man, McChesney. I would not know him if I 
saw him and had no intercourse witn him what- 


ever. 


F John D. Vinciil. 

John D. Vincil, being duly sworn, testified; 

Q.—Dr. Vincil, you are a clergyman here in this 
city, are you not? A.—Yes, sir. 

q.—And have been for a number of years? A. 
—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Are youa pastor? A.—I am now in charge 
of Marvin Church (Southern Methodist). 

Q—Do you know Gov. Crittenden? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.—Do you know Mr. Kinkead, Police Commis- 
sioner? A.—Yes, sir; Lhaye known him for six 
years. 

Q.—Do you know anything about the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Kinkead as Police Commissioner? 
A.—Only this, sir; when he made his application 
to Gov. Crittenden for the positian, heasked me 
to sign a petition. I declined signing any peti- 
tion, but told hii that I would write Gov. Oritten- 
den a personal letter, as we were personal friends, 
and that I thought a personal letter would be 
more advantageous to him than a mere numer- 
ously signed petition, where a man’s name woud 
be overlooked. I wrote accordingly. 

Q.—Do you know anything concerning the resig- 
nation of Mr. Kinkead, or a copy of the resigna- 
tion in thie hands of the Governor? A.—Weill, sir, 
I’ll tell you ail 1 Know. 

Q-_Well, do so in your own way. a—sfe 
time during the past summer I received a letter 
from Gov. Crittenden, requesting me to meet him 
at the Southern. I did so, and he showed mea 
paper that had been forwarded to him by, I 
think, aman he cailed McChesney, with Alex.

Q—Do you remember the substance of that

Q.—Did you notice the date of that resignation? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—What date was it? A.—It was either tn 
June or July; the date I cannot recollect pre- 
cisely. 

Q.—Of this year? A.—Of this year; it wasa 
very recent occurrence, that is, prior to the time 
that the r was shown to me. 

Q.—Did the paper bear any indication of hav- 
ing any erasures upon it? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Could you, by examining it, say what the 
original date was,or what had been erased? 
A.—I would not like to say, positively, that I can; 
I think the last date was the 23d of June or July; 
there was an erasure and a broken surface of the 
paper, and the insertion of other words or letters 
or figures, than had evidently been inthe orig- 
inal, as I thought. 

Q.—And it was known, was it, that the body 
of the resignation wasina different hand writ- 
ing from the signature? A..-I would state 
unhesitatingly that was my conviction; there was 
no comparison between the body and the signa- 
ture, 

Q.—Do you know who has thai resignation now? 
A.—NOoO, sir; the last I saw of it I gave it to Gov. 
Crittenden after the interview between he and I 
atthe Southern. He requested Dr. Lewis and 
myself to see Mr. Kinkead and ascertain whether 
that resignation was a genuine one; if it was, he 
demanded that Kinkead should step down ana 
out; if it was not, he demanded that the party 
having presented that resignation should be pro- 
ceeaed against. I took the resignation in my 
pocket and went to the law office of some attor- 
ney; I don’t remember his name; it was the attor- 
ney of Mr. Kinkead, or so represented: I founda 
Mr. Kinkead there and presented him the paper. 
Said I, “Mr. Kinkead, I am just from Gov. Crit- 
tenden, Dr. Lewis and myseif; he demand 
know if this is a genuine resignation of yours; 
it is not a genuine resignation on your part, then 
you must proceed against the man who held it.” 
\He took it out of my hand, sitting about as close 
as this gentleman is (indicating), and looked at it 
and said, “Well, Doctor, since I have refreshed my 
mind and thought over the matter, I now remem- 
ber of having signed that paper.” I then took 
the resignation back to Gov. Crittenden at the 
Southern and delivered it to him. eee 

Q.—Did you have any further interview with 
the Governor regarding this matter, or Mr. Kin- 
kead, or anybody representing them? A.—No, 
sir. 

Q.—You didn’t see the Governor after you re- 
turned him that paper? A.—No, sir. I didn’t see 
the Governor after I returned him the paper. Mr. 
Kinkead came to my office with his attorney sub- 
sequently, and consulted with me about the pro- 
priety of making a bona fide resignation, or a 
second ene, perhaps, I should call it. His attor- 
ney, I don’t know his pame——., 

Q.—Was it Mr. White? A.—Yes, sir. Mr. White 
was with him. The resignation was written out 
and that is the last I knew of it. 

Q.—That was the resignation that made its ap” 
pearance in the public prints? A.—Yes, sir. That 
was the second letter of resignation to Gov. Crit- 
tenden. 

Q.—That is all you know about —Yes, 

Q.—You know: nothing .of this McChesney, I 
suppose? A.—I would not know himifI was to 
see him. I Know nothing of him personally. 

Q.—Did you receive any copy photograph of 
that firstresignation? A.—No, sir. Mr. McChes- 
ney slighted me in that. I was promised one, but 
didn’t get it. 

Q.—You were promised one? A.—I was told I 
would get one. 

Q.—Who told you that? A.—I think that Mr. 
Kinkead told me that Mr. McChesney threatened 
to send one to me. 

Q.—You had no talk with Mr. Kinkead about it 
being a forgery? Yes, sir. 

Q.—Please state what it was? A.—Prior to this 
paper being sent to Gov. Crittenden, I 
heard from a _ friend of mine, who 
came to my office, that a _ resignation 
was inthe hands of Mr. McChesney from Mr. 
Kinkead, I said to him, ‘In the name of ail that 
is sacred, what is Alex Kinkead putting himself 
in the hands of that man McChesney for?” And 
he answered, “I don’t know. He has got his res- 
ignation and has shown It.” I said, “Is it possi- 
ble that Mr. Kinkead has done anything that he 
is now at the mercy of this man?” I went to the 
office of Mr. Kinkead. He wasnot in. I lefta 
note demanding an interview. He came, and I 
asked him what was the meaning of this resigna- 


it? y 
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it was in the hand-writing of Mr. Kinkead—that 
is, the resignation. 

Q.—Did he give you any reason for having de- 
niea giving that resignation. A.—He said he had 
refreshed his memory; that his memory was 
fresher than formerly. 

Q.—Was that explanation satisfactory to you? 
A.—I don’t know that that is a fair question, Mr. 
Foreman. 


Q.— You say the date was erased or appeared to 
you to be so—do you recollect whether the writing 
was in Mr. Kinkead’s handwriting, or was in the 
same writing as the body? A.—No, sir; it was in 
the same chirography as the body. 

Q.—In your interview with the Governor, did he 
state anything to you about any conversation he 
had haa with McChesney or why he should sena 
him such athing? A.—I think not, sir. After 
hearing that this resignation was in the hands of 
McChesney, and that he was bruiting around the 
city a certain hold that he had on the Governor as 
his friend, I wrote to him, warning him about this 
resignation being in MeChesney’s possession. He 
stated to me that he understood Mr. McChesney’s 
animus towards him. That is ali that passed with 
reference to Mr. McChesney. 


Q.—How long did the Governor have that resig- 
nation in his possession before that interview? 
A.—A very few days, I take it, sir, because all the 
dates with reference to this transaction could be 
placed within two or three days—that is when I 
heara of this resignation being in the hands of 
McChesney my writing to the Governor, his writ- 
ing to me to meet him at the Southern, was in the 
space of a very few.days, A certain man came to 
me and wanted to ase mv influence to let Mr. 
Kinkead get out without publishing this resigna- 
tion or letting the fact be known that the resig- 
nation was in existence. 

Q.—Give the name of the man? A.—It was a 
State Senator. 

. Q.—Did he give any reason for that? A.—It was

Situation To-Day. 


But 200,000 Bushels of Coal in St. Louis’ 


—A Fuel Famine Imminent—The Day’s 
Developments. 


The striking switchmen in East St. Louis and 
onthis side of the river agree in denying the 
truth of areport in one of the morning papers, 
that the strike is petering out. Mysterious in- 
timations were given that but afew days would 
elapse before the public would be convinced as to 
their staying qualities, in a manner which would 
admit of no question. So _ persistently 
were these hints thrown out, that a Post- 
DIsPATCH reporter attacked the problem and 
very soon found that there was grave foundation 
for the hope which the switchmen express. 

Railroad business in Chicago bas increased so 


of switclimen very materiall They had hereto- 
fore been paying the same prices obtained in St. 
Louis and other Western cities. Almost as soon 
as this was done the laborers here, at Pittsburg, 
at Cincinnati and at Indianapolis began workin 
for alike advance in pay. As was announ 
in these columns yesterday, the original inten- 
tion had been to hold off the strike for some time 
to come, but the trouble between the Bridge Com- 
any and its employes precipitated the conflict. 

t had been intended that the strike should be 
simultaneous in each of the large cities, and that 
the Chicago scale should in each case be insisted 
upon. The demand made by the switchmcn upon 
the St. Louis roads is for that scale, viz: $75 per 
month for foremen, $65 for switchmen, 
amonth to consist of twenty-six days of ten 
hours each; Sundays to be paid for at $2 88 for 
foremen, $2 50-for switchmen, and all over-work 
to go at 30 cents an hour. The reporter was 
shown dispatchés from Indianapolis and Pitts- 
burg to the effect that the strike in those towns 
would be precipitated by the action of St. Louis, 
and asking to be kept advised of the state of the 
conflict between employers and employed here.

THE ARKANSAS NEGROES. 


Reply from Attorney-General Brewster 
to a Letter of Grievances. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 17.—The Star 
says: J. W. Niles of Arkansas, who advocates 
separation for the colored people, has received 
from Attorney-General Brewster an answer to 
his communication addressed to the President, 
alleging that the colored people in Arkansas were 
suffering certain grievances at the hands of not 
only private persons, bus of civil authorities. 

Tbe Attorney-General says: “Your statement 
has received careful attention, for no good citi- 
zen, whether in public or private station, will re- 
gard with indifference injuries such as fhose un- 
der which these people are said to be laboring. 

THE QUESTIONS, HOWEVER, 
which you raise, are questions of law, and so of 
course are to be determined by the: constitution 
of the United States as interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court. For instance, it is very much to 
be regretted that impediments shoula be thrown 
in the way of the efforts of our colored fellow- 
citizens to better their condition by regularly en- 
tering or settling upon public lands, but it ap- 


pears that the particular lands of which you 
speak are the public landsof the State of Arkan- 
sas. ThatState has entire control of them. The 
United States having no power over. the subject, 
cannot interfere for your relief, nor can the 
United States interfere by their executive power 
in respect to the prosecutions of which 
you complain, or the fines which you represent 
are 80 oppressive 
AND ENFORCED BY IMPRISONMENT. 
If the laws of Arkansas, under which these pros- 
ecutions and these fines are imposed are contrary 
to the Constitution of the United States, the 
remedy has been placed by that Constitution in 
your own hands, by giving you an appeal from 
the judgment of the State Courts to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The same is true of 
the cruel punishments inflicted upon the colored 
people at the prison farms, te which, upon trifling 
pretexts, they are condemned. If the State laws, 
under which these privileges are had, are uncon- 
stitutionai, the only remedyis by appeal to the 
highest court of the State, and from that to the 
Supreine Court of the United States. The exeeu- 
tive of the United States has no power whatever 
in the premises. 
AS TO MERE MOB VIOLENCE, 

neither the President nor any other authority o 
the United States can afford redress. Itis only 
in case of such insurrections as the State cannot 

ut down that the powers of the Executive of the 

nited States can be employed, and only when 
asked bythe Legislature or Governor. The jw 
dicial power to try and punish the indiviauals 
who make up such mobs and commit such out- 
rages as you describe is in the State alone. 
These acts are directed against ‘life and per- 
sonal liberty.’ ”

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THE SITUATION IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 
The switchinen’s strike m East St. Louis bas 


changed but little during the last twelve bours, 
none ot the railroad companies acceeding to the 


demands of the strikers, and none of the strikers 


resuming work. Many of the men would williagly 


resume work did they uot fear. rough treatment 
at the hands of the rest ofthe strikers? About 
200 switchmen assembled at the Relay De- 
pot about 8 o’clock this morning and remained 
there till 10 o’clock discussing the situation and 
watching the yardmaster anda few assist- 
ants attempting two send freight trains 
across the briage. United States Marshal Reece 
aud six depuiies arrived from Springfield this 
morning, and immediately went to the Onlo and 
Mississippi yards to pemeers the property of 
that road. The te employes of the 
road were assembled near the 
ards when the Marshal and his 
puties arrived, Dut quietiy left the ncighbor- 
hood. The Ohio & Mississippi evening trains 
brought in several men from other towns last 
evening to fill the places of the strikers’ and 
While the Deputy Marshals protected the 
: from the violenee of the 
Strikers the men worked  hara to 
Faise the blockade, and at noon to-day several 
trains had been sent out, and everything seemed 
to be running smooth. The Cairo Short Line at- 
tempted to work some strange switchmen this 
ning. but shortly after 9 o’ciock a delegation of 
the strikers arrived at the yards and assaulted the 
workmen. One vf the working switchmen was 
surrounded by eight strikers and badly bruised 
and beaten before he made his escape. The strik- 
ers remained in the muighborovet nearly two 
hours, and during that time prevented further 
work. A salned circulation 
this morning at the Coulogue 
granted the terms demanded and _ all their men 
resumed work. At their office in East St. Louis, 
however, the report was denied, one of the di-

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

Editor Yost of the Sedalia Democrat, 
who was Gov. PHELPS’ secretary, recently 
threw out a hint to which we call the atten- 
tion of the Grand Jury now in session. He 
stated editorially, as the result of his experi- 
ence of the inner official life of the Govern- 
or’s mansion, thht, in making up a slate of 
Police Commissioners for St. Louis, it is no 
uncommon thing for a clique to “make up 4 
purse for the Governor’s private secretary,” 
and that ‘this purse has been known to 
reach $8,000.” 

Now, Gov. CRITTENDEN’S secretary, Mr. 

Fine Farr, has made a pretty broad trail in 
political affairs of a shady character, and he 
is liable to be seized of as much informa- 
tion on the subject as Brother Yost. He is 
liable to know more than even the Governor 
himself about purses and things which 
it does not become a Governor to be 
familiar with. Some evil-tninded persons 
have a theory that the chief function of a 
statesman’s private secretary is to negotiate 
arrangements, look after “political funds,” 
and sustain personal relations of which the 
statesman himself makes it a point to be as 
innocent as possible. 
While seeking clews from the Governor, 
the Grand Jury should by no means fail to 
tap the fund of information reposingin the 
brain of his secretary. The latter may have 
personal knowledge of aeood many things 
which the Governor knows only by hearsay 
or inference. 


WHAT CRITTENDEN HAS DONE. 
Gov. CRITTENDEN’S record in the matter 
of appointing Police Commissioners should 
suggest a long series of questions to the 
minds of the Grand Jury. 

A Governor who removed the two Com- 
missioners, MorreTtT and FINNEY, on the 
ground that they were not energetic enough 
in prosecuting the gamblers would be ex- 
pected to cut himself loose from all connec- 
tion with the gamblers’ interest. 

Yet the evidence given on oath before the 
last Grand Jury shows that the appointment 
of Commissiener KERWIN was obtained by 
Mr, PATE, who has been for years a profes- 
sional gambler, and who was the acknowl- 
edged leader of the gambling interest. 

The testimony also shows that the ap- 
pointment of Commissioner KINKEAD was 
obtained through WarRreEN McCHESNEY, 
whose notorious record had been made pub- 
lic, and whose appearances in the political 
arena were invariably. the indications that 
the gamblers were at work. 

It also shows that, whilethe Governor re- 
fused to appoint a reputable citizen as Police 
Commissioner without holding his blank 
resignation, he dispensed with this security 
in the case of MORGAN BONAND, a gentle- 
man whe cheerfully perjured himself in the 
interest of the gamblers. 

It would be a long task to exhaust the cat- 
alogue of statements which prove that in the 
matter of appointing the Police Commis- 
sioners of this city the Governor of the State 
acted at the bidding and in the interests of 
the gamblers. 

These are matters with which the Grand 
Jury should occupy itself; they are matters 
with which the people are occupying them- 
selves. They do not care s0 much about the 
minor offenders, but the relations of the 
Governor of the State with the gambling 
ring have been a humiliation and a disgrace 
to the State. No-evasion and no silence can 
wipe out the stain, and the least that de- 
cency demands is that the Governor’s ful! 
responsibility in this matter shall be made 
clearly known.

Winding Up Its Affairs. 


— 


First Organized as the Turf Club—Too Much 
Gambling—Badly Managed all Round—The 
Finale—Its History Complete.

NEw York, October 17.~The Madison Club is 
about to wind up its affairs. and close its doors. 
This announcement does not create surprise in 
sporting and social circles. It has been regarded 
“shaky,” as club men term it, for a long time, and 
it has been an open secret for several months that 
its final disappearance; from the club world was 
only a matter oftime. The formation and history 
of the institution is interesting. The Madison 
Club is the suceessor of the Turf Club, which was 
formed in May, 1881, chiefly throngh the exertions 
of Mr. Leonard, W. Jerome and a few personal 


friends. 
THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB, 


which had occupied the white marble building at 
Mudison avenue and Twenty-sixth streets, built 
originally by Mr. Jerome for the Ameri- 


can Jockey Oiub, vacated it in May, 
1881, for its hew Fifth avenue building, It was 
rumored at the time of Mr, Jerome's dauchter’s 
marriage to Lord Raudolph Churchill that he had 
placed a heavy mortgage on the building to_se- 
cure her dower. and when the Union League Club 
vacated ithe was left with an untenanted build- 
ing of a difficult nature to rent,which consequently 
became facetiously known as “Jerome’s White 
Elephant,” Mr. Jerome, a gentieman fertile in 
expedients, then conceived the plan of getting a 
piece of 

UNPRODUCTIVE PROPERTY 
off his hands by organizing a club which 
should pay him a yearly rental 
of $25,000. Taking into consideration 
ihe growth of the interest in matters connected 
with the turf, he suggested to the gentiemen in 
whose hands he placed its organization to call 
ii the Turf Ciub and to make it a centre of in- 
terest in the city similar to the Victoria and the 
Alberta of London. The success at first was 
pbenomenal.

The resiau- 
rant was first-class, and its rooms fwere crowded 
each evening. Everything seemed to promise a 
srospereus future, but the interest began to fli 
and the outlouk was less vromising. The ciu 
rules were unusually lax in regard to games. Con- 
trary to the usual custom of other city clubs, 
“poker.” “baccarat” and other rounG 

GAMES OF CARDS WERE ALLOWED, 

and there was practically no limit placed 
to the amounts that could be risked. 
it soon became noised abroad that there was very 
heavy “playing” every uicbt at the Turi Club, and 
it was said the goveruing committee was indiffer- 
entin the management, that strangers fond of 
gumbling were admitted easily, aud the ciub had 
become the resort of all the fast young men in the 
city.

The Rites of Hymen Celebrated 
To-Day.

Several Couples United in the Bonds of Mat- 
rimony—Marriage of Miss Ada Ames to 
Mr. Henry Turner—Cook-Larkin — Mau- 
rice-Obear—Nicholson-Haggerty. 


Athigh noon to-day, Miss Ada Ames, oldest 
daughter of the late Edgar Ames of this city. and 
grand-daughter of Hon. Edgar Semple of [linois, 
was married to Mr. Henry Turner, son of the late 
Judge Henry Turnergof this city, and grand- 
son of Judge Lucas. The marriage took 
place at Notch Cliffe, the country residence 


of the bride’s mother, Mrs. Lucy V. Semple Ames. 
The bridal party, consisting of bridesmaids, 
groomsmen and members of the family, left the 
city by the 3 o’clock boat yesterday. and spent the 
night at Notch Cliffe. This morning at 9 o’clock 
the Spread Eagle, which had been 
chartered for the occasivun, left 
of Washington avenue, conveying the guests, 100 
In number, to their destination, which they 
reached about noon. 

Notch Cliffe is one of the noted places upon the 
Mississippi. Situated upon one of the highest pali- 
sades that guard the river at this pofut, it pre- 
sents a perfect picture of a baronial castie of the 
olden time, with its little village nestling in the 
valley below: and this Ifttle viliage, Elsah, with 
its crooked streets and houses ail built of stone 
some of them over 100 years old, looks as if tt ha 
been transported entire from Riineland, t 
Elsah landing carriages waited to convey tl! 
ruests over the handsome private road which 
vads by a circuitous route over rustic bridges 
and through tangled undergrowth up to the man- 
sion, which is built upon a Saal terraced pla- 
teau overlooking the river and surrounding coun- 
try for many miles around. Unon the stone 
terrace which forms one side of the roadway 
is placed at intervals, vaces filled with blooming 
jants and vines, and groups of tropical piants. 

he house is built of stone, reugh-hewn from the 
auarry, aud transported to this elevated height at 
great expense. A long flightof stone steps lead 
up tothe hallway. Situated inthe great stone 
tower, which is crowned by an observatory; 
from this doorway there is an enchanting view of 
the river between two cliffs, hence the place ob- 
tainedthe hame “Notch Ciiffe.” On the right of 
the hall as you enter, is the drawing rvom, with 
large bay window and folding doors leading into 
ihe ae which opens upon a wide Veranda, 
from which there is another view of the river. 
On the other side of the hall, across from tne 


library, is the large dining-roum, which teads in- 


to the conservatories. To-day this whole floor 

is thrown open for the guests, and 

the elaborate bridal dejeuner was served in 

the bitliard room below. ‘the drawing-room is 

carpeted with green velvet and elegantly tur- 

nixhed, the upholstering bemg of green satin.
